AMARYLLIS 


HYBRIDS—Lovely large flowered strain excel- 
lent for growing in pots. Set only the lower 
half of the bulb in soil when potting or just 
barely cover if set in open ground. Use a porous 
soil rich in leaf-mold or very old manure. They 
may be grown outdoors in the south in light 
shade or morning sun, Mixed colors—50c each;

ANEMONES 


Popular low growing bulb with tufts of ferny 
foliage and large poppy-like flowers on stiff erect 
one-foot stems. They make a glorious display of 
color in front of the border or in masses by them- 
selves. The color range is blue, purple, red and 
white in both singles and doubles. 

The bulbs are pointed dried roots with a flat 
top covered with fibre-like threads. Plant them 
the same as Ranunculus with the point down. 
Cover with 1 to 2 inches of soil. Plant from Sep- 
tember to December for bloom in March and 
April. 

Where winters are cold the bulbs are hardy if 
protected by mulch of strawy manure, or they 
may be planted for summer bloom in early spring.

TUBEROUS BEGONIAS 
(Bulbs Ready in April) 


Tuberous Begonias are among the most reliable 
plants for the lath house or other shady places 
where they can grow ina cool soil, rich in humus. 
Bulbs should be started in flats of peat or leaf- 
mold and set out in their permanent places when 
four leaves appear. Keep soil moist and the fo- 
liage cool by light spraying with the hose when 
the weather is hot and dry. Lift and store when 
the foliage dies down. Plant January-May.

DUTCH IRIS 


The showy orchid-like flowers of Dutch Iris make 
a lovely display of color in the garden before the 
other garden iris. They form large clumps when 
well established. The 1% to 2 foot stems are a 
good length for cutting. They prefer sun or very 
light shade and a fertile, well-drained soil. Plant 
in August for bloom in April or May, setting the 
bulbs 3 or 4 inches deep and from 4 to 6 inches 
apart.

DAFFODILS 
(NARCISSUS) 


The sweetly scented and delicately colored flow- 
ers of daffodils welcome us to spring. They are 
adaptable to most soi's although a well drained, 
fertile garden loam is best. Plant 6 to 8 inches 
deep as early as possible from September to No- 
vember. Large groups are efiective in front of 
shrubs and some such as the Incomparabilis and 
Leedsii groups are lovely naturalized in the light 
shade of deciduous trees. The large trumpets and 
Polyanthus types are excellent for pots. For gar- 
den planting don’t overlook the small crown 
daffodils.
